SUBJECT: Hurricane Katrina-Stafford Act Authorities and Actions by Gavemor
Blanco and President Bush to Trigger Them

This memorandum is in response to your request that we examine "the applicable [aw
and legal requests pertaining to Hurricane Katrina, and confirm whether or not the necessary
steps were taken to give the Federal Govemment in general, and the Federal Erergency
Management Agency (FEMA) in particular, the Jegal authority needed to act to save [ives
and mitigate the damage stemming from Hurricane Katrina in Louisiana."' We begin by
reviewing the mechanisms provided in the Robert T. Stafford Disaster Relief and Emergency
Assistance Act, as amended, 42 U.S.C. § 5121 er seq., (Suafford Acyj for the declaration of
2 major disaster and for the declaration of an emergency, and note the scope of the federal
response authorized under each type of declaradon. We then note the official requests by the
Governor of Louisiana and the responses to those requests by Prasident George W. Bush in
connection with declarations of emergency and major disaster.

The Stafford Actis designed to provide 2 means by which the fedsral govermnment may

: supplement state and local cesources in major disasters or emergencies where those state and

lacal resources have been overwhelmed. The Act provides separate but similar mechanisms

for declaration of a major disaster and for declaration of an emergency. Except to the extent

that an emergency involves primacly federal interests, both declarations of major disaster

and declarations of emergency must be triggered by a request to the President from the

Governor of the affected state. The pertinent provisions with respect to such declarations

are set forth in Section 401 of the Stafford Act, 42 U.S.C. § 5170, with respect (0 major

disasters declarations and in Section 501 of the Stafford Act, 42 U.S.C. § 5191, with respect
to emergency declarations:

§ 5170. Procedure for declaration

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All requests for a declaration by the President that a major disaster exists shall be made
by the Goveenor of the affected State. Such a request shall be based on a finding that the
disaster is of such severity and, magnitude that effective response is beyond the
capabilities of the State and the affected local governmeats and thar Federal assistunce
is necessary. As part of such request, and s a prerequisite to major disaster assistance
under this chapter, the Governor shall take appropeiate response action under State law
and direct execution of the State's emergency plan. The Governor shall fumish
informatioa on the nature and amount of State and local resources which have been or
will be commirted to alleviating the results of the disaster, and shall certify thar, for the
current disaster, State and lacal government abligations and expendj(ures (of which State
commicments must be a significant proportion) will comply with all applicable
cost-sharing requirements of this chapter, Based on the request of a Governor under this
section, the President may declare under this chapter that a major disaster or emergency
cxists. :

§ 5191, Procedure for daclaration

(a) Request and daclaration

All requests for a declaration by the President thar an emergency exists shall be made by
the Governor of the affccted State. Such a request shall be based on a finding that the
situation is of such scverity and magnitude that effective responsc is beyond the
capabilities of the State and the affected local govemments and that Pedera| assistance
is necessary. As a part of such request, and us a prerequisite to emergency assistance
under this chapter, the Governor shall take appropriate action under State law and direct
execution of the State’s emergency plan. The Governor shall furmish information
describing the State and local efforts and resources which have been or will be used to
alleviate the emergency, and will define the type and extent of Pederal aid required.
Based upon such Governor's request, the President may declare that an emergency exists.
(b) Ceruain emergencies involving Federal primary responsibility

The President may exercise any authority vested in him by section 5192 of this title or
section 5193 of this title with respect to an emergency when he determines that an
emergeacy exists for which the primary respoasibility for response rests with the United
States becuuse the emergency involves a subject area for which, under the Constitution
or laws of the United States, the United States exercises exclusive or preeminent
responsibility and authoriry. In detarmining whether or oot such an emergeacy exists, the
President shall consult the Governar of any affected State, if practicable. The President’s
derermination may be made without rcgard to subsection (a) of this section.

A major disaster declaration by the President opens the door t0 two types of federal
disaster assistance: general fcderal assistance under Section 402(a) of the Stafford Act, 42
U.S.C. § 5170a, and essential federal assistance under Section 403 of the Siafford Act, 42
U.S.C. § 5170b. These provide:

§ 5170a. Gencral Federal assistance

In any major disaster, the President may:-

(1) direcrany Federal agency, with or without reimbursement, to utilize its authorities and

the resources granted to it under Federal Jaw (including personnel, equipment, supplics,

facilities, and managerial, technical, and advisory services) in support of Stare and local

assistance effolts;

(2) coordinate all disaster relief assistance (including voluntary assistance) provided by

Federal agencies, private organizations, and State and local governments;

(3) pravidetechnical and advisory assistance to affected State and local governments for—
(A) the performance of essential community services:
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(B) issuance of warnings of risks and hazards;

(C) public hcalth and safety infoanation, including disseminadon of such
information;

(D) provision of health and safety measuyes; and

(E) management, control, and reduction of immediate threats to public health and
safety; and

(4) agsist State and local governments in the distribution of medicine, food. and other
consumable supplies, and emergency assistance.

§ 5170b. Bssential assistance

(2) [ general
Federa] agencies may on the direction of the President, provide assistance esscatial to
meeting immediate threats to life and property resulting fronxa major disaster, as follows:

(1) Federal resources, geaerally
Utilizing, lending, or donating to State and local govemments Federal equipment,
supplies, facilities, parsonnél, and other resources, other than the extension of
eredit, for use or distribution by such governments in accordance with the purpases
of this chapter.
(2) Medicine, food, and other consumables
Distributing or rendering through State aad local governments, the American
National Red Cross, the Salvarion Army, the Mennonite Disaster Scrvice, and other
relief and disaster assistance organizations medicige, food, and other consumable
supplies, and other services and assistance to disaster victims.
(3) Work and services to save lives and protect property
Performing on public or private lands or waters any work or services essestial to
saving lives and protecting and preserving property ocr public health and safery,
wncluding- '
(A) debris removal;
(B) search and rescue, emergency medical care, emergency mass care,
ezergency shelter, and provision of food, water, medicine, and other esseatial
needs, including movement of supplies or pecsons;
(C) clearance of roads and construction of temporary bridges necessary to the
performaace of emergency tasks and essential community services;
(D) provision of temporary facilities for schools and other essential
community services:
(E) demolition of unsafe structures which endanger the public;
(F) warning of further risks and hazards;
(G) dissemination of public informarioa and assistance regarding health and
safety measures; :
(EY) provision of technicul advice to State and lacal governments on disaster
magagement and control; and
() reduction of immediate thireats to life, property, and public health and
safety.
(4) Contributions
Making contributions to State or local governinents or owners or operators of
private nonprofit facilities for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this
subsection.

. (b) Federal shace

” The Federal share of assistance under this section shall be not less than 75 percent of the
- eligible cost of such assistance. ‘

. (¢) Utilization of DOD resources .
’ (1) General rule :

During the immediate aftermath of an incident which may ultimately qualify for
assistance under this subchapter or subchapter IV-A of this chapter, the Governor
of the State in which such incident occurred may request the President to direct the
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Secretary of Defense ta utilize the resources of the Deparoment of Defense for the
purpose of pecforming on public and private lands any emergency work which is
made necessary by such incident and which is essential for the preservation of life
and property. If the President determines that such work is esseatial for the
preservation of life and property, the President shall grantsuchrequest to the extent
the President dctermines practicable, Such emergency work may only be carried out
for a period not 1o exceed 10 days.
(2) Rules applicable to debris removal
Any removal of debris and wreckage carried out under this subsection shall be
subject to section 5173(b) of this title, relating to unconditional anchorization and
indemnification for debris removal.
(3) Expenditares our of disaster relief funds
The cost of any assistance provided pursuant to this subsection shal] be reimbursed
our of fuads made available to carry out this chapter.
(4) Federa] share
The Federal share of assistance under this subsection shal) be not less than 75
percent. .
(5) Guidelines :
Not later than 180 days after Novermber 23, 1988, the President shall issue
guidelines for carrying out this subsection. Such guidelines shall consider any likely
effect assistance under this subsection will have og the availability of other forms
of assistance under this chapter.
(6) Definitions
For purposes of this section-
(A) Department of Defease
The term “Department of Defense” has the meaning the term "depactment” has
uader section 10] of Title 10.
(B) Emergency work
The term "emergency work” includes clearance and removal of debris and
wreckage and temporary restoraziq'n of essential public facilities and services.

The declaration of an emergency by the President makes federal emergency assistance
available. The pentinent statutory provision, Section 502 of the Stafford Act, 42 U.S.C. §
5192, states:

§ 5192. Pederal emergency assisiance

(a) Specified
In any emergency, the President may-
(1) direct any Federal agency, with or without reimbursemeat, to utilize its
authorities and the resources granted (o it under Federul [aw (including personnel,
equipment, supplies, facilities, and managerial, techaical and advisory services) in
support of State and local emergency assistance efforts to save lives, protect
property and public health and safety, and lessen or avert the threat of a catastrophe;
(2) coordinate all disasier relief assistance (including voluntary assistance) provided
by Federa] agencias, private organizations, and State and local governments:
(3) provide techaical and advisory assistance to affected Statz and local
govecrnments for—
(A) the performance of essential community services;
(B) issuance of warnings of risks or hazards: _
(©) public health and safety information, including dissemination of such
informarion;
(D) provision of bealth and safety measures; and
(E) management, control, and reduction of immediate threats to public health
and safety;
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(4) provide emergency assistance through Federal agencias;
(5) remove debris in accordance with the terms and conditions of section 5173 of
this nitle; . '
(6) provide assistince in accordance with section 5174 of this title; and
(7) assist State and local governments in the distribution of medicine, food, and
other consumablc supplies, and emergency assistance.
(b) General .
Whenever the Federal assistance pravided under subsection (a) of this sectioq with
respect to an emergency is inadequate, the President may also provide assistance with
respect to efforts to save lives, protect property and public health and safety, and lessen
or avert the threat of a cataszophe. :

As reflected in the attachments you provided with your letter, Governor Kathleen
Babineaux Blanco requested, by letter dated August 27, 20085, addressed to the President of
the United States, through the Regional Director of FEMA Region V], that the President
declare an emergency for the State of Louisiana due to Hurricane Katrina for the time period
from August 26, 2005, and con tinuing, pucsuant to Section 50((a) of the Robent T. Stafford
Disaster Relief and Emergency Assistance Act, 42 U.S.C. §§ 5121-5206, and implemented
by44 CFR. § 206.35.2 The Governor's letter indicated that the affected areas were "all the
southeastern parishes including the New Orleans Merropolitan area and the mid state
Interstate [-49 corridor and northemn parishes along the 1-20 corvidor that are accepting the
thousands of citizens evacuating from the areas cxpecting 1o be flooded as a result of
Hurricane Katrina."? The letter also indicated that Govemor Blanco, "[i]n response to the
situadon [had] taken apprapriate action under State law and directed the cxecution of the
Stat¢ Emergency Plan on August 26, 2005 in accordance with Section 50 1(a) of the Stafford
Act.” Her letter stated further, “A State of Emergency has been issued for the State in order
to support the evacuation of the coastal areas in accordance with our State Evacuation Plan
and the remainder of the state to support the State'Special Needs and Sheltering Plan,™

Governor Blanco's August 27, 2005, request for an emcrgency declaration also included
her determination, pursuant to 44 C.F.R. § 206.35, that "the incident is of such seventy and
magnitude that effective response is beyond the capabilities of the State and affected loca)
gavernments and that supplementary Federal assistunce is necessary o Save lives, protect
property, public health, and safety, or to lessen or avert the thraat of disaster."® She
specitically requested “emergancy protective measures, direct Federal Assistance, Individual
and Household Program (THP) assistance, Special Needs Program assistance, and debris
removal"®  She provided preliminary estimares of the type and amount of emergency
assistance needed under the Stafford Act and emergency assistance from certain federal
agencies under other statutory authorites, indicated the nature and amount of state and local
resources being or to be used to alleviate the conditions of the emergency, and certified that
the State of Lonisiana and Jocal govemments would assume all non-federal share of costs
required by the Stafford Act. '

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A White House press release dated August 27, 2005, indicated that, on that date,
President Bush "declared an emergency exists in the State of Loujsiana and ordered Federal
aid to supplement state and local response. efforts in the parishes located in the path of
Hurricane Katrina beginning on August 26, 2005, and continuing." The press release
indicates:

The President’s action authorizes the Department of Homsland Security, Federal
Emergency Management Agency (FEMA), to coordinate all disaster relief efforts which
bave the purpose of alleviating the hardship and suffering caused by the emergency oo
the local population, and to provide appropriate assistance for required emergency
measures, authorized under Title VI of the Stafford Act, to save lives, protect property
and public health and safety, or to lessen or avert the theeat of a catastrophe ig the
parishes of Allen, Avoyelles, Beaursgard, Bienville, Bossier, Caddo. Caldwell,
Claibome, Catahoula, Concordia, De Soto, East Baton Rouge, East Carroll. East
Feliciana, Evengeline, Franklin, Graat, Juckson, LaSalle, Lincoln, Livingston, Madison,
Morehouse, Natchitoches, Pointe Coupee, Oachite, Rapides, Red River, Richland,
Sabine, St. Helena, St. Landcy. Tensas, Union, Vemnon, Webster, West Carroll, West
Feliciana, and Winn.

Specifically, FEMA is authorized to identify, mobilize, and provide at irs discretion,
equipmeat and resources necessary to alleviate the impacts of the emergency. Debeis
removal and emergency protective measures, including direct Federal assistance, will be
provided at 75 percent Federal Funding.

The press release stated further that Michael D. Brown, Under Secretary for Emergency
Preparedness and Response, Department of Homeland Security, representing FEMA, had
named William Lokey as the Federal Coordinating Officer for federal recovery operations
in the affectcd area. The President's declaration of emergency for Louisiana (FEMA-3212-
EM) was published in the Federal Register at 70 Fed, Reg. 53238 (Sept. 7, 2005). A copy
of this is attached to this memorandum for your convenience.

By a letrer dated August 28, 2005, to the President through the Regional Director,
FEMA Region VI, Governor Blanco requested that President Bush “declare an expedited
major disaster for the State of Louisiana as Hurricane Katrina, a Category V Hurricane,
approaches our south coast of New Orleans, beginning on August 28, 2005 and continuing.
The affected areas include all southeastern parishes including the City of New Orleans
directly impacted by the brunt of the storm and the mid state and northera parishes accepting
the thousands of citizens forced to evacuate from the impacted areas direcdly affected by
Hurricane Katrina.™” Her letter identified the parishes expected to receive major damage
from the hurricane, those parishes anticipated to receive significant damage from tropical
storm force wind and heavy rain after Hurricane Katrina's landfall, and those parishes
affected by the evacuation of persons from the southeaster parishes in implementation of
the Louisiuna Shelter Operations Plan. The letter further indicated that the Govemor had
taken appropriate action under state law, had directed execution of the State Emecgency Plan
on August 26, 200S, and had declared a state of emergency for the state to support the

. Lenier dated August 28, 2005, from Govemor Blanco to President Bush through the Regional
Director, FEMA Region VI, requesting the Presjdent o declare an expedired major disaster for the
State of Louisiana from August 28, 2005. and continuing, at 1 (hereinafter Lexter of August 28, 2005,
from Governor Blanco to President Bush). Copies of this lecter and other letrers dated September
2. 3, and §, 2005, from Govemor Blanco to President Bush relating to Hurricane Katrina may he
found ar hcrp:/lwww.gov.statc.la.us/govlelters.zASp.
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€vacuations of the coastal areas and the rest of the state to support the State Evacuarion and
Sheltering Plan. In her letter, the Govemor indicated that a preliminary damage assessment
would be conducted as soon after landfall as possible and stated the Govemor's
determination that the incident wofuld be of such severity and magnitude thar effective
response would be beyond the stateland local governments' capabilities and would require
supplementary federal assistance. She outlined the nature and amount of state and local
résources that had been or would be used to alleviate the conditions resulting from the
disaster. Insofar as federal assistance was concemed, Govemor Blanco expressly requested:

Individua] Assistance, wcluding the Individual and Household Program (P), Disaster
Unemployment Assistunce, Crisis Counseling, Public Assistance (Category A-G funding
at 100%), Small Business Administrarion (SBA) disaster loans and Direct Federal
Assistance (DFA) funding at 100% for the. following parishes: Acadia, Ascension,
Assumption, Calcasiey, Cameron, East Baton Rouge, Fast Feliciana, Iberia, Iberville,
Jefferson, Jefferson Davis, I.Afaylette, Lafourche, Livingston, Orleans, Pointe Coupee,
Plaquemines, St. Bamard, St. Chatles, St. Helena, St James, St. John, St Mary, St
Martin, St. Tammany, Tangipahoa, Terrebonne, Vermilljon, Washington, Wesr Baton
Rouge, and West Feleciana. !

To support the evacuation/sheltering effort, I am also requesting Individua] Assistance,
including the Individual and Household Program (THP), Crisis Counseling, and Public
Assistance (Category B) for the following parishes: Allen. Avoyelles, Beauregard,
Bienvillc, Bossiec, Caddo, Caldwell, Catahoula, Claiborne, Concordia, Desoto, East
Caroll, Evangeline, Franklin, Grant. Jacksen, LaSalle, Lincoln, Madison, Merehouse,
Natchitoches, Ouachita. Rapides! Red River, Richland, Sabine, St. Landry, Tensus.
Unioa, Vernon, Webster, West C%rroll. and Wina.!

Noting thar the State Hazard Mitiga]tiOn Plan had been approved by FEMA on April 18,
2005, Govemor Blanco requested hazard mitigation for eligible applicants having 2 FEMA
approved Local Hazurd Mitgation Plan and for those parishes approved within the
application period for this disaster. In light of the extraordinary nature of the hurricane and
anticipated damage to impacted areas including the New Orleans Metropalitan Area, the
Govemor requested an increase of the federal cost share to 100% for Individual Assistance,
all categories of Public Assistunce, and Direct Federal Assistance, while certifying that the
state and local governments would assumne the applicable non-federal share of costs required
by the Staffard Act. She requested direct federal assistance for work and services to save
lives and property, including a di:ect;dcbris removal mission, and agreed o indemnify and
hold the United Statcs hurmless for any claims arising from removal of debris or wreckage
from the disaster. ° "

declaration was amended on September 1, 2005 . and again on September 4, 2005."° The

On August 29, 2005, President Bush declared 2 major disaster for the State of Louisiana

For a period of up to 72 hours, you are authorized to
fund assistance for debris removaland emergency protective measures, including direct
Federal assistance, at 100 percent of the toral eligible costs. Federa! funding for debris
removal will remain at 75 percent.
